(AP) — Thirty missionaries held 
captive by Congolese soldiers at 
Kasongo in Kivu Province have 
been released and have reached 
safety, the U.N. command an- 
nounced today.

tervention of the Kivu Minister of 
justice. They made their own way 
to the U.N. base al Kindu and 
now are under the protection of 
UiN. Malayan soldiers, awaiting 
evacuation to Leopoldvillc.

trols-to rescue the mission work- 
ers but they were freed before 
the U.N. soldiers arrived.
